Ir is a joy to warmly welcome all the delegates present at Adyar and online at this 
147th International Convention, especially since after four years we are once again 
hosting an in-person Convention in our campus, particularly now with several recently 
renovated beautiful gardens. Let us now turn to those Great Ones whose 
compassionate care and blessings our Society has been enjoying during all these 
years. Please rise: 


May those who are the embodiments of Love Immortal 
bless with their help and guidance this Society, 
founded to be a channel for their work. 

May They inspire it with their Wisdom, strengthen it 
with their Power, and energize it with their activity. 


It is a pleasure to declare this 147th Annual Convention 
of the Theosophical Society (TS) open. 


In order to give us time to complete 
the renovation of Leadbeater Chambers 
(LBC), in 2019 the Indian Section was 
gracious enough to host the event at 
their Headquarters in Varanasi. A month 
after the end of that Convention the 
world shut down because of the global 
pandemic. All of our work in progress 
halted and our focus at Adyar turned to 
protecting the health and safety of our 
workers and residents. It would be fair 
to say that we did a good job. With only 
one resident contracting the virus during 
the peak of Covid activity, Adyar was 
one of the safest places on the planet. 

During the time that the pandemic 
was raging, we were planning. In the 
three years since the advent of the 


pandemic we have not been idle. The 
renovations at LBC are completed, new 
classroom buildings have been con- 
structed at both the Olcott Memorial 
Higher Secondary School (OMHSS) and 
at the Adyar Theosophical Academy 
(ATA), the boys' hostel at OMHSS is up 
and running, across the campus we have 
upgraded and installed new gardens 
(Library building, Admin building, 
LBC, entrance gate, and most notably 
the Medha Gautam Garden in front of 
the Headquarters building). The New 
Quadrangle complex is nearing com- 
pletion of its extensive renovations. One 
of the buildings at the Social Welfare 
Center was demolished and is also near- 
ing completion. 
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Probably the most significant develop- 
ment during this past year was the signing 
of a long-term lease for the Damodar 
Gardens corner of the TS campus. For 
the past 80+ years the 14-acre plot of 
land has been the home to successive 
first-class educational efforts. For the 
first 40 years The Besant School, founded 
during the administration of George 
Arundale, occupied the space. The next 
40 years was The School run by the 
Krishnamurti Foundation India. In June 
of this year we signed a long-term lease 
arrangement for the construction of a 
high level private school with the Shiv 
Nadar Trust (SNT). The arrangement took 
a full three years to finalize. Although 
the TS has no involvement in running the 
school, one of the more difficult aspects 
of the process was finding a partner whose 
ideals and ethos would be compatible 
with ours — a fully vegetarian campus, 
ecologically respectful, alcohol and 
dissection free, integrity in business 
operations, and so on. All of these requi- 
rements are the norm for SNT across the 
numerous schools they operate in India.

The motivation for the lease arrange- 
ment was to utilize the land for the 
highest benefit to the TS. The lease will 
provide a significant and necessary finan- 
cial support for the work of the TS for 
years to come. It will also be a valuable 
addition to the educational and cultural 
life of the larger community. 

The highlights mentioned above might 
appear to relate solely to externals — 
buildings, gardens, income streams, but 
we need to look deeper. Annie Besant 
described Adyar as the “Masters’ home”. 
It is a place of power and presence passed 
down to us for the use of future gener- 
ations and for the benefit of humankind. 
If you value something, it should show 
in how you treat it. It has been our view 
that this place should be maintained with 
respect. Outwardly our touch should 
call forth a beauty in our surroundings 
reflective of the inner beauty of those 
who work through this place and this 
movement. Our thoughts and actions 
should seek to uplift and maintain this 
space for future generations and as yet 
unknown uses.

The Work around the World 


In AFRICA, the East and Central 
African Section, composed of four 
countries, Kenya, Uganda, Tanzania, and 
Zambia, had some members joining the 
online talks organized by other Sections, 
but most could not because of high cost 
of infrastructure and internet connectivity. 
The 49th annual convention was held in 


April 2022 at the Nairobi Lodge, on “Тһе 
World at the Threshold of Change" with 
the option for members to participate on- 
site or online. The guest of honour was 
Navin B. Shah, chairman of the Pan- 
African Theosophical Federation. The 
keynote address was delivered by me. 
Prof P. Krishna gave a public lecture on 
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"Freedom from the Self” and Charlton 
Romero on "Papillon: On the Wings of 
Change". 

Attendance in Lodge meetings in 
South Africa was low due to Covid-19. 
Since August there were visitors in 
Johannesburg and Pretoria but no new 
members. The website was revamped to 
advertise Theosophy, announce Lodge 
programmes, and attract new members. 
Meditation classes are planned at several 
Lodges, including weekend retreats. The 
focus is on HPB's Voice of the Silence. 
Reading material was sent to members 
each month. 

West Africa faces serious financial 
challenges, and measures are being taken 
to attract new members and retain them 
via social media, by placing short write- 
ups on the main issues of life and how 
Theosophy addresses them. The Annual 
Convention that was not held since 2017 
will take place in December 2022 and it 
will concentrate on strategies to energize 
the Section. Three new members joined 
the Section in 2022. 

In the AMERICAS, the TS in 
Central America consists of the Teotl 
Lodge and the Blavatsky Study Centre. 
Courses were conducted on The Secret 
Doctrine by HPB, At the Feet of the 
Master by J. Krishnamurti and Light on 
the Path by Mabel Collins. The study was 
broadcast on Facebook. An introductory 
course on Theosophy was conducted, 
and conferences and discussions on 
Radha Burnier's Human Regeneration 
were held. 

The TS in Argentina continued dis- 


semination of Theosophy using online 
platforms. Facebook following went up 
from 15,000 in 2021 to 35,000 in 2022. 
The Virtual Study Group continued its 
work during the summer with only a 
short break at the end of the year. Lodges 
returned to face-to-face meetings. A 
summer school was organized in January 
on "Spirituality and Self-Transformation 
— How do we create an opening to 
renew ourselves and live fully?" It was 
a beautiful experience after two years 
with no on-site activity. A winter school 
on “Тһе Path of the Theosophist" was 
held in July at the San Rafael Theo- 
sophical Center. The National Meeting 
was held in Río Cuarto on “Тһе Mission 
of the TS through Time", with attendance 
from all over the country. Four books 
were printed in Spanish during the year 
and one is under publication. 

There are three Centres and five 
Branches in Bolivia, carrying out frater- 
nal work focusing on study, research, 
and dissemination. The National Library 
was officially inaugurated in September. 
Most of the books were inherited from 
Boris de Zirkoff via his disciple, Dora 
Crespo. 

The TS in Brazil has 33 Lodges and 24 
Study Groups. Despite the restrictions 
imposed during the pandemic period, 
virtual work brought satisfactory results 
in terms of the dissemination of Theo- 
sophy and the addition of 82 new mem- 
bers. National and international events 
were held such as the 41st Theosophical 
Summer School in a hybrid format on 
"Karma and Regeneration — Lessons 
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for the Present Moment”, as well as the 
28th International Theosophical School 
and a Winter Seminar on “Paths to the 
Encounter of the Self”, both with 139 
attending. The virtual format facilitated 
worldwide participation and access to 
international speakers with live trans- 
lation. Study groups, meetings, and other 
events continued mostly online with 
some Lodges and Study Groups resum- 
ing their on-sight meetings. Sophia 
magazine’s 94th issue came out after 
20 years of circulation. A website is be- 
ing developed to enable the new theo- 
sophical school project. 

In Canada, the preparatory work for 
the website, a Facebook page and You- 
Tube channel was done to introduce 
theosophical teachings to new people 
and train members all over the country. 
The Annual General Assembly and 
Convention were held online. A seminar 
on A. E. Powell’s The Solar System was 
conducted. 

In Chile, in-person activities resumed 
for members since September 2021. 
“Basic Theosophy” courses for new- 
comers and non-members were con- 
ducted. After five classes the attendees 
had the option of joining the TS. The 
motto for the year was “Compassion, 
Inner Work to Life”. Commemoration 
of official TS celebrations was done in- 
person and online. The three lodges 
continued their work basing their studies 
on First Principles of Theosophy by 
Jinarajadasa, The Key to Theosophy by 
HPB, and The Science of Yoga and Self- 
Culture by I. K. Taimni. Some members 


gave voluntary presentations on different 
subjects. The national public conference 
was held in August 2022. A members- 
only study group was focused on The 
Secret Doctrine. Some members joined 
the Spanish courses of the School of the 
Wisdom at Adyar. 

The study groups in Bogota, Colom- 
bia, broadcast their weekly activities 
online to other cities. Different theo- 
sophical books and subjects were 
studied. The online activities of the Inter- 
American  Theosophical Federation 
and Spain were followed. Several intro- 
ductory courses were held for new- 
comers, who later became active mem- 
bers of the TS and serious students of 
Theosophy. Online meetings were held 
weekly with talks by special lecturers, 
worldwide TS members, and other 
spiritual/esoteric societies. The quarterly 
magazine, Selección Teosófica, com- 
pleted issue #409 and was made avail- 
able globally. Gabriel Burgos Suarez 
writes weekly about a topic of interest 
for the students of Theosophy; 48 texts 
have been published so far in the 
Colombian Theosophical Pamphlet. 

There are four Lodges in Costa Rica 
and despite the pandemic the member- 
ship rose by six. The Lodges promoted 
the study of books, delivery of lectures, 
and online international memorial day 
celebrations, facilitating global speakers 
and attendance. An “Introductory Course 
on Theosophy” was held online too. A 
new quarterly magazine, Sila — Revista 
costa-rricense de Teosofia was born and 
two issues were published. 
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Though studies in Lodges and other 
onsite activities in Cuba were affected, 
interchange of information and theo- 
sophical studies continued via WhatsApp 
groups, Facebook, and some in-person 
activities could also be held. The online 
quarterly, Revista Teosófica Cubana, 
was published without interruption. The 
Annual Convention was held in January 
on ^The Yoga of Beauty". Official com- 
memorations of the TS were celebrated. 
The Summer School was held in July, 
on the theme, "Returning to the Great 
Sources". The studies were suspended 
during the month of August and each 
Lodge offered a public conference 
about different theosophical teachings 
on Saturdays. In August a special cele- 
bration honoured the 70th anniversary 
of of Lodge Devenir. 

Members in the Dominican Republic 
participated in the commemoration of 
the official dates with the Inter-American 
Theosophical Federation. About 40 stu- 
dents attended the online introductory 
and advanced courses in Theosophy 
offered using the Socratic methodology. 
Іп November, Gabriel Burgos gave 
a talk, ^Life After Death". Seminars 
were held оп “Тһе Keys of Inner 
Knowledge" and ^The Awakening of the 
Consciousness" іп October. “Тһе 
Maturity of the Soul: Fulfilling the 
Purpose of Life" was facilitated by Isaac 
Jauli and Enrique Reig. Weekly Healing 
Rituals were performed. Construction of 
a center for theosophical study was 
started in October on land donated by a 
family of Theosophy students. 


The Mexican Section has 12 lodges 
and 4 study groups which meet once a 
week. Thrice a week, two Lodges and a 
study group hold public talks. Intense 
work on dissemination of Theosophy 
was done via the <sociedadteosofica.mx> 
website, two Facebook pages, <teosofia. 
blavatsky> and <teosofiamx>, and three 
YouTube channels, Teosofia en México, 
Sección Mexicana de la Sociedad 
Teosófica, and Sociedad Теозоћса en 
México. Also, the magazines, Teotlsofia, 
Dharma, and Duda were published. 

The two lodges in Peru conducted 
their studies, celebration of important 
days, and public talks online. Sixteen 
public talks were held during the year. 
Two courses were offered: "Basic 
Course of Theosophy” in November and 
"Basis of Esoteric Philosophy" from 
February to April. 

Most meetings in Puerto Rico were 
held online. The Agency offers a Sunday 
conference on varied themes related 
to Theosophy. The Lodges studied Тйе 
Seven Dimensions of Man by Pablo 
Sender and Se/f-Culture by I. K. Taimni. 
Members also participated online, in 
seminars by Gaspar Torres Martinez 
from Krotona and the Inter-American 
Theosophical Federation. 

In the United States, there were many 
discussions about the best options to 
expand outreach and achieve goals 
among the Section, Lodge and study 
centre leaders. In-person meetings have 
resumed along with the online option. 
Speeches, lectures, workshops, classes 
over a month, study groups, and so on 
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have gone online, some streamed on 
YouTube, adding up to about 5,000 
participants during the year. The AV 
department produced about 185 new 
video programs on Theosophy and 
related subjects, available through the 
website, YouTube channel, Facebook 
page, and Vimeo channel. The TSA site 
<archive.org> had almost 30,000 hits and 
<Theosophy.wiki> had around 40,000 
page views per month by 15,000 users. A 
data storage tape library was imple- 
mented to store backups of all documents 
in the Section. The Olcott Memorial 
Library reopened to the public in Sep- 
tember. Quest magazine carries articles 
focusing on theosophical content, and 
Section activities. TPH in Wheaton pro- 
duced 16 audiobooks available through 
Amazon/Audible. The Prison Program 
continued with over 500 completions 
since its inception. 

The Branches in Uruguay studied 
The Secret Doctrine and Principles of 
Learning by J. Krishnamurti. Regular 
video exhibitions and group discussions 
were done. A shared, online library with 
Spanish books and magazines was main- 
tained. No public conferences were organ- 
ized, and members were invited to attend 
conferences organized by the Inter- 
American Federation and other Spanish- 
speaking countries. The Association con- 
tinued to focus on three lines of activity: 
collection of tickets for donating wheel- 
chairs, collection of plastic caps to 
donate to animal shelters, and Chi Kung 
classes for a healthier and more com- 
prehensive life. 


In Venezuela the lodges meet weekly 
and half an hour of meditation for peace 
is held in every meeting. The two Study 
Centres studied the following books 
online every week: The Bhagavadgita by 
Annie Besant and Swami Vivekananda, 
Quantum Physics and Emotions by Ana 
Belén Lopez Solano, The Mahabharata, 
and The Secret Doctrine. 

In the ASIA-PACIFIC region, East 
and South-East Asia consists of four 
countries: Singapore, Malaysia, Japan 
and Myanmar. Although there is no 
physical presence in China, it is the area 
of greatest growth as a result of dissemin- 
ation by the Singapore Lodge. It had 
weekly Lodge meetings and conducted 
“A Course in Theosophy” twice last year 
for popularizing Theosophy and the in- 
duction of new members. The Lodge was 
focused on a Chinese website, a public 
blog, Asia Theosophy, with over 1,000 
followers, a Facebook account, an online 
bookstore, book translation, and video 
lectures in Chinese and Chinese subtitl- 
ing. “A Course in Theosophy” was broad- 
cast in Chinese. The Selangor Lodge in 
Malaysia was open every Saturday to 
members and the public. Members took 
part in online meetings of the Philippines. 

The second half of 2021 in Australia 
was still severely affected by the Covid- 
19 restrictions. In 2022 there was a new 
sense of optimism and a gradual revival 
of activities across the Lodges, Branches, 
and Groups. The Australian member- 
ship, including the many volunteers in- 
volved in committees and subcommittees 
have striven to keep the mission of our

Society alive and well despite the many 
challenges of the past two years. In April 
2022, the first School of Theosophy since 
2019 was conducted at the Springbrook 
Retreat Centre in Queensland. Linda and 
Pedro Oliveira presented the classes, 
which contemplated selected verses 
from The Voice of the Silence. Planning 
for the annual Australian Convention to 
be held at St Mark’s College at the 
University of Adelaide in January 2023 
is underway. This will be the first national 
Convention to be held since 2020. 

The book, The Practice of Theosophy 
in Bangladesh, was published in October 
2020. Some members of the TS in Ban- 
gladesh joined the online activities of 
Adyar, the Philippines, India, and others. 
The Lodges in Bangladesh organized 
joint meetings of the members. 

Admission fees and annual dues from 
members were abolished in India to en- 
courage youth membership. The evolu- 
tion of online communication during 
Covid-19 enabled around 132 programs 
such as lectures, discussions, seminars, 
and so on, and better attendance, espe- 
cially from young members. The publish- 
ing of the monthly Indian Theosophist 
was started in the Hindi language also, 
increasing the readership in north India. 
The Dr Radha Burnier Award for “Theo- 
sophist of the Year” went to U. S. Pandey, 
President of UP & Uttarakhand Feder- 
ation. The 130th National Convention 
was held online last December presided 
by Dr Deepa Padhi and inaugurated 
by me. Dr Annie Besant’s 174th birth 
anniversary was celebrated in October 


2021 with Linda Oliveira speaking on 
“Annie Besant and the Way of the 
Warrior”. The second annual “Dr Radha 
Burnier Lecture” was done by Dr Deepa 
Padhi also in October on “Radha Burnier 
and Practical Theosophy”. The North 
India Study Class was organized online 
for three days also in October with me 
speaking on “Personality and the Inner 
Life: Tuning the Soul’s Instrument”. The 
146th Foundation Day was celebrated 
online last November on “Wisdom: The 
Inspiration of Founder’s Challenge”. 
Adyar Day was observed online in 
February on “Theosophy and Truth”. 
The 98th Easter Conference was held 
in April on “From the Known to the 
Unknown”. White Lotus Day was ob- 
served in May. There were no in-person 
workshops or study classes. The Hima- 
layan Study Centre, Bhowali, could con- 
duct only two camps during summer due 
to travel restrictions. The Young Indian 
Theosophists Group organised 50 on- 
line sessions. Adyar Day was celebrated 
in February. The website <theosophy- 
india.org> gives Section information and 
details of upcoming programmes. The 
TOS rendered services directly to needy 
communities this year. Voluntary work 
was better than earlier years. Both physical 
and online events were conducted. 

All the events of the TS in Indonesia 
continued via online. 

In New Zealand, there were meetings 
focused on exploring Theosophy, Science, 
and Meditation themes. The annual con- 
vention was replaced by online seminars, 
every Sunday from January to April and 
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June to July, with several international 
presenters, on “Science and the Ancient 
Wisdom/Theosophy”. The School of 
Theosophy was held in August on 
“Exploring Meditation Practice and the 
Science of Self Realization”. Immersion 
Weekends happened in September on 
“Everything Arises and Everything 
Passes”. Branch seminars focusing on 
core areas of Theosophy continued. 
Several members received scholarships 
to attend national events. “Theosophy in 
Today’s World”, an online course com- 
prising seven short video lessons explor- 
ing theosophical perspectives, was avail- 
able free: <udemy.com>. TPH, Auckland, 
published Jnitiates, Initiations, and the 
Path, Bible Allegories Unveiled, and 
Poems of Bliss, all by Geoffrey Hodson 
and Mystical Christianity, an ebook on 
Theosophy World. TheoSophia continued 
to be popular worldwide. 

The Philippine National Convention 
was held online in November on “Living 
the Theosophical Life in the World 
Today”. The THEOxSophia talks started 
in February and take place every month, 
with short talks followed by discussions. 
The TOS meets monthly to inspire and 
exchange ideas in the service area. 
Regular online joint Lodge meetings 
continued monthly with international 
participation. There were FreeSpace 
Youth Center activities, monthly guided 
meditations, and community yoga too. 
The Russian Wisdom School included 
speakers from the Philippines with trans- 
lation into Russian. Some Lodges also 
conducted online activities. Regular is- 


sues of The Theosophical Digest, The 
Philippine Theosophist, and Peace Ideas 
continue to be published. The Singapore 
Lodge was given license to print a few 
Geoffrey Hodson books. Online classes 
change to in-person next year. Service 
activities like feeding programs and 
calamity assistance continued. The 
propagation work continued via the 
website, Facebook, and YouTube. 

In EUROPE, the three Lodges in 
Austria offered weekly lectures on 
subjects based on classical theosophical 
teachings and related subjects. Lectures 
are regularly placed on the TS Austria 
website. In July-August some mem- 
bers attended the summer school of the 
German TS (Hartmann group). They 
also get the German Adyar magazine 
published thrice a year. 

The Lodges in Belgium continued 
publishing newsletters and organising 
meetings, online and in-person. National 
activities included White Lotus Day, 
Founders Day, Adyar Day and Annie 
Besant Day. Study groups discussed works 
from Besant, Krishnamurti, Taimni, 
Barborka, and Aryel Sanat on a regular 
basis. Healing and peace meditations 
were conducted in cooperation with 
Belgian TOS. Dr Barbara Hebert, General 
Secretary, USA, gave a talk in June on 
“Theosophy in Action: Dealing with 
Life’s Difficulties”. 

In England and Wales, there were 
28 online Sunday-evening lectures attract- 
ing an average of 50 people, includ- 
ing non-members. Prof. Ravi Ravindra 
addressed the first actual meeting at the 
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headquarters on the Yoga-Sutras of 
Patanjali. An online monthly Link medi- 
tation during full moon was happening 
since September. The Lodges and Cen- 
tres continued to hold public meetings 
and private study groups, some online 
and some hybrid. The 39th Congress of 
the European Federation (EFTS) took 
place after a gap of two years at the 
University of York on “Healing Oneself, 
Healing the World”. The three Inter- 
national Officers of the TS participated 
— Marja Artamaa and Nancy Secrest in 
person, and I online — as well as dele- 
gates from across the world, including 
young members. The event was live- 
streamed and can be viewed on YouTube. 
Another event was the Spring Conference 
on “Tranquillity and Transformation”. 
The Trans-Pennine Conference took 
place after a gap of two years entitled 
“Madame Blavatsky; The Light Bringer”. 
The newly styled quarterly magazine, 
Esoterica, came out in September. 

The main event of the year in Finland 
was the summer school in Kreivilà in 
July, with Pablo and Michele Sender, 
USA, оп “Тһе Masters of Wisdom and 
the Path of Discipleship". The Summer 
School had guests from Estonia, 
Sweden, Ireland, and Italy. Other events 
were a course on “Music, Meditation, 
and Health" and a symposium, "Love 
Unites". In Estonia, the Annual Winter 
Seminar was held in Tartu in January and 
the Autumn Study Camp in Aegviidu in 
August. The international convention 
was held online. 

Members from Finland and Estonia 


participated in the Youth Gathering at 
Naarden in June and the European Con- 
gress in York. Public lectures continued 
every Sunday throughout out the year 
excluding the Christmas season. The 
library was open on Sundays. Young 
members and friends continued regular 
meetings in Helsinki and online. 

TOS ш Finland organized a spring 
festival to raise funds to support the 
Olcott Memorial High School, the Social 
Welfare Centre, and the Boys' Hostel at 
Adyar. Tri-weekly Newsletters, a Face- 
book page, and the quarterly 7eosofi 
magazine communicate with mem- 
bers and friends. The Letters from the 
Masters of Wisdom, First Series, by 
C. Jinarajadasa, was published in the 
Finnish language, including audio mate- 
rial on Soundcloud. 

In France bi-monthly hybrid courses 
and online meditation sessions attracted 
a core of interested participants. Mem- 
bers participated in-person in a silent 
retreat on “Discovering Happiness 
through Freeing Oneself of Fear" in 
April. Founders Day, Adyar Day, and 
White Lotus Day were celebrated. Online 
studies with the Belgian and Spanish 
members on the Mahatma Letters con- 
tinued. A study group on fundamental 
theosophical teachings for new mem- 
bers was launched in 2021. National 
Convention on “How to Grow Spiritually 
in a Changing World?" took place in 
June. Online presence includes Facebook, 
You-Tube and weekly e-newsletters. 
"Editions Adyar" ships theosophical and 
spiritual books in French globally. The

library was opened to the public in 
October. Their magazine Le Lotus Bleu 
had ten issues. 

The Southern and Northern Meetings 
in Germany took place again without 
Corona. The main event was the 
Summer School in July with lectures on 
the First Stanza of Dzyan. The program 
had many facets: talks on “Тһе Work 
of Jesus Christ", ^The Pineal Gland — 
Our Third Eye", the Mahabharata as an 
example of the causes of war, "The 
Mysteries of an Afterlife", and "The 
Constitution of the Inner Man" by H. P. 
Blavatsky. Study groups also took place 
on "The Stanzas of Dzyan" and on 
"Tarot as the Hero's Journey — a parable 
for man's journey through life". The 
magazine, Adyar, is published thrice a 
year. A special publication of the trans- 
lated Convention 2021 talks is planned 
for December 2022. 

Till April 2022 only online joint 
Lodge meetings were held in Greece. 
Since May 2022 hybrid meetings were 
held in Athens. The TS official com- 
memoration dates were celebrated on- 
line. On White Lotus Day, there were 
speeches on HPB's life and passages 
were read from the Bhagavadgita and 
The Light of Asia. The quarterly maga- 
zine, /lisos, is published regularly. Annie 
Besant's and C. W. Leadbeater's, Talks on 
the Path of Occultism, vol. Ш, was pub- 
lished in Greek. A new Lodge, Hyperion, 
was formed in September 2022. 

There is one operating Lodge in 
Hungary and monthly meetings are 
held. They have started disseminat- 
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ing Theosophy in Slovakia and the 
Hungarian-speaking areas of Romania 
and Transylvania. The TOS supported 
the Ukrainian refugees. It also operates 
a Virtual Healing Group. There were 
fifteen public lectures. The YouTube 
video "The Hidden Side of Our World" 
offers over a hundred lectures and has 
2,300 registered members. Three new 
audiobooks were published. Many con- 
temporary theosophical articles were 
translated to Hungarian. Information and 
help was provided to members on build- 
ing contacts around the world. Practical 
Spirituality, by John Sell, is being pub- 
lished in Hungarian. 

Members in Ireland had weekly 
online meetings with study notes, mes- 
sages, and quotations from inspiring 
texts. They could join TS programmes 
online, receive e-magazines, and had 
access to the regular communications 
from Adyar, European School of Theo- 
sophy, TS in Philippines, Krotona, TS in 
Ukraine, and the Russian TS. Thirteen 
new members found the Society through 
the <theosophy ireland.com> website. In 
May the 15th All-Ireland Theosophical 
Convention on “Thought-Power and its 
Higher Potential” was held in Dublin. 

In-person activities were restarted in 
Italy. The website, <teosofica.org>, 
atttracted many visitors. Presence on 
Facebook, Instagram, Twitter, and so on, 
was well-structured and informative, 
including TOS updates. The YouTube 
channel does live-streaming and host 
recording of events. The monthly e- 
newsletter covers 4,500 subscribers. The 
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Young Theosophists’ group is active. 
The TOS promotes projects in Italy, 
Ukraine, et al. The books published 
were Education as Service by J. Krishna- 
murti, Invisible Helpers by C. W. Lead- 
beater, and / Ат — Life impersonal by 
Joseph Benner. The 107th Congress was 
held in June in Vicenza on “Theosophy 
and Spiritual Masters". The Ascona 
Theosophical Seminary was organized 
in March, in collaboration with the 
European Federation and the Swiss 
Agency on “There Is No Way to Peace; 
Peace is the Way”. Two editions of the 
introductory course on Theosophy and 
the TS were organized during 2022 with 
70 participants. А recurring event, 
“Wednesdays with the TS”, aiming to 
improve the contact with the outside 
world, had the participation of a hundred 
people over 18 meetings during the year. 

The TS in the Netherlands works 
closely with the International Theo- 
sophical Centre (ITC) in Naarden, the 
“European Home” of the TS. All national 
activities have been on the theme “Explor- 
ing the Powers Latent in Humankind”, 
the third Object of the TS, since 2019: 
“Working with Energies” in October 
2021, “Death as Part of Life” in February, 
and “Life after Death” in April. “The 
Supernatural” will take place in October. 
In June the International Seminar was 
held at ITC Naarden on “Exploring 
Powers Latent in Humankind” as also 
the Silent Retreat, “Spiritual Powers in 
Humankind”, with Trán-Thi-Kim-Diéu. 
The website <theosofie.nl> helps mem- 
bers and general public with information. 
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A bi-monthly newsletter is mailed to 
more than 1,000 subscribers. In Septem- 
ber a special book, Zijn is (Being Is), 
by Jaap Vos, artist and graphic designer, 
was published. Theosofia, the quarterly 
magazine, has articles and activity sum- 
maries of Lodges and centres. 

In Norway, Stroemmen, the local 
group, and Dharma Lodge held a lecture 
series related to the course programme 
from “Theosophical World Resource 
Centre", divided into twelve lectures. 
There are some individual members 
too. Some of the studied topics included 
the Three Objects of the TS, the Con- 
stitution of Man, John of the Cross, 
Sacred Geometry in Dreams, Rein- 
carnation, Death and After Death, and 
The Upanishads. 

The traditional commemorative days 
were celebrated in Portugal and regular 
fortnightly activities continued both online 
and in-person by Lodges and Study 
Groups. These sessions included tradi- 
tional public talks, panel discussions, 
and group discussions on a wide variety 
of themes. The website continues to 
be a good reference for interested per- 
sons. A regular newsletter was published 
and social networks used to reach the 
larger public. 

An all-Russian online lecture series 
continued successfully with 51 meetings 
during the year, including 10 with inter- 
national speakers. It began with a project 
called “Reading Н. P. Blavatsky's Articles 
Together". A meeting was held with TS 
Ukraine themed “Оп the Way to Peace" 
in April, showing concern about the war. 
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The 10th All-Russian Theosophical Con- 
ference was held in April. The weekly 
online meditation course “Theosophy 
and Life” continued. A new monthly 
project, “Musical Meditations”, with clas- 
sical music and elements of astrology 
was started. The Russian translation of 
The Theosophist magazine is published 
regularly. In July “Wisdom School 
2022”, a joint event with TS in the 
Philippines was held, dedicated to the 
Gurus of Humanity and the Spiritual 
Way. The Theosophical Forum in 
Smolensk had a Nature summer camp 
in June. The first theosophical meeting 
in Moscow was dedicated to the New 
Year. In November 2021 the National 
Congress was held on “The Importance 
of Theosophical Fellowship”. Over 400 
new videos were uploaded to the channel 
<youtube.com/Theosophy>. Other social 
networks include Facebook, Vkontakte 
(Russian version of Facebook), and 
Telegram. 

The membership in Scotland remained 
constant despite challenges. Public meet- 
ings were resumed and attendance at 
public meetings became normal in res- 
ponse to a varied and interesting pro- 
gramme covering subjects related to 
Theosophy such as “Quantum Physics 
and Human Consciousness”, “The Spir- 
itual Dimension to Performance Art, 
Astrology, Alchemy, Sacred Geometry”, 
and “The Powers Latent Within”. 

Slovenia, with 4 Lodges and 2 Study 
Centres, continued their work online so 
that members from all Lodges could 
attend the 32 meetings which were held. 
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All Memorial Days were celebrated online 
viz., Annie Besant’s birtday, Foundation 
Day and Adyar Day. The White Lotus 
Day celebration was the first opportunity 
for the members to meet physically. The 
magazine Theosophical Thought is now 
in digital format and the website is 
<teozofskodrustvo.si>. 

In Spain, basic courses were 
conducted and texts made available in 
Spanish. Several Branches combined 
study with meditation and retreats. The 
TOS did active service. Annual activities 
included silent retreat, Iberian days, and 
summer school. The 15th Silent Retreat 
was held online in December with 75 
participants on “The Secret Keys to Spir- 
itual Growth”. The Iberian Days (Jornadas 
ibéricas) were hosted by Portugal in 
April, on “Who Are We?” with a hundred 
participants from Portugal, Spain and 
other Sections. Their Section’s centenary 
was celebrated during the Summer School 
with 70 in attendance. 

The free quarterly magazine, Tidlös 
Visdom (Timeless Wisdom), continued 
in Sweden. Activities included study 
groups, lectures, member gatherings, 
and commemorations of international TS 
dates. The summer school was held near 
Stockholm on *To Live in the Now". The 
bookshop in Stockholm operates thrice 
a week with a summer break. The Face- 
book group and the website, «teosofiska 
samfundet.se>, continue to be active, as 
well as the new YouTube channel. The 
Section supports a school project in Goa, 
India, called ^Mango Tree", for children 
from the slums. 
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The European Theosophical Seminar 
in Ascona, Switzerland, was held after 
a gap of two years on "There Is No Way 
to Peace. Peace is the Way" in March, 
partnering with Italy. Lectures, discus- 
sions, and a Q&A session were pre- 
sented. Internet activities include articles 
on Ticino s blog/magazine <teosofia.ch>, 
Facebook <facebook.com/groups/teosofi/>, 
and Twitter «twitter.com/teosofia ch». 
The Italian theosophical magazine and 
the books, Т/е Fire of Creation (Van der 
Leuw) and Annie Besant’s The Disci- 
pleship Trail were distributed free. The 
Groups met weekly online and have 
resumed monthly in-person meetings. 
Books such as Self-Culture by Taimni 
and J. Krishnamurti's The First and Last 
Freedom, among others, were studied. 

In spite of the war, theosophical work 
continued in Ukraine. АП Branches held 
meetings and classical theosophical 
literature was studied. In November, the 
18th National Convention on “Cycles of 
Awareness" took place online. “Herald of 
Light Рау”, the 191st birth anniversary 
of HPB, was celebrated in August. From 
October to March the lectures, ^Ancient 
Wisdom for the Curious", were uploaded 
on YouTube. The Facebook page, active 
since 2016, has over 2,000 subscribers. 
A School of Lecturing Skills was started 
to encourage young lecturers and improve 
existing lecturers of the Society. A new 
Telegram social network was established 
to attract more audience. Scientific Group 
was active during the year. Two issues 
of the bilingual (Ukrainian-English) e- 
magazine Theosophy and Science were 
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published. The e-magazine, Svitoch, had 
six issues. An e-newsletter and the web- 
site, <theosophy.in.ua>, continue. A joint 
project with Russian theosophists for the 
translation into Russian and e-publi- 
cation of The Theosophist continues. 
TOS activities included assistance to 
refugees, internally displaced persons, 
residents of territories liberated from 
occupation, children, disabled people, 
the wounded in hospitals, and animals. 
Weekly healing rituals are conducted, as 
also a weekly specially designed ritual 
to help the souls of the people killed in 
the war. A group for psychological help 
works via Telegram. Group meditation 
is also held. 

At the International Headquarters 
in Adyar, the Adyar Library and 
Research Centre has a long history of 
Eastern and Western cultural studies and 
research in philosophy, science, religion, 
and art. Fulfilling the vision of Col. 
Olcott, its founder, the Centre hosts a 
collection of magnificent, old palmleaf 
manuscripts. Currently, the main activity 
is digitizing and enabling easy access 
to scholars. Brahmavidya — The Adyar 
Library Bulletin, vols. 85 and 86, and 
Adyar Library Series nos. 129 to 134 
were published during the year, 1,000 
books were accessed and catalogued, and 
1,200 books were added to the collection. 
Providing access to document copies 
via post was started. Homage was paid 
to Mrs Parvati Gopalaratnam, former 
Librarian, who passed in August. 

About 162 students in the Adyar 
Theosophical Academy (ATA) from 
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Nursery to Grade 5 were back with much 
enthusiasm in the campus, transitioning 
from online to in-person class work. A 
priority was maintaining the connection 
with Nature, as an integral part of school 
life and attending various workshops. 
Celebration of Learning was the first 
major event. Grades 1 to 4 showcased 
their learning in geography, art, history, 
environmental conservation, ecology, 
languages, and nutrition, enthralling 
visitors by their confidence and ease. 
Guests picked up several copies of the 
Zentangle Birds Calendar, Nature Journal 
Log, a collection of poetry titled “Rhythm, 
Rhyme, and Reason”, all done by the 
students. The new academic year (2021- 
2022) began in January by celebrating 
the school's third birthday, being held on 
campus for the first time. The festivities 
took place under the Banyan tree with a 
recital of poems, a special birthday song 
in Tamil, and a dance performance. On 
India's 75th Independence Day, students 
put together a number of performances 
including a mime on the freedom move- 
ment and a song on what the term free- 
dom means. А number of field trips, a 
student ex-change program, interactions 
on waste management, soil health, and 
composting were other highlights of the 
student experience. The Academy is 
building classrooms for Grades 5 and 6 
for the coming year. 

Though the Blavatsky Museum re- 
mained closed, the ^Dr Maria Montessori 
Collection" was revised and rearranged 
for occasional visitors. A long-felt need 
was satisfied with a collection of digitized 
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texts and catalogues offering greater 
insight into the displayed items which 
include the Mughal and Rajput paintings, 
and the Indian Renaissance canvasses, 
all from the Venkatachalam Collection. 
More research on them is on the cards. 

The Olcott Education Society (OES) 
continues to support the following acti- 
vities: At the Olcott Memorial Higher 
Secondary School the 75th Indian Inde- 
pendence Day was celebrated by distri- 
buting prizes to the toppers in the 2021 
public examination. Sixth graders went 
to see the parade of vehicles at the Light 
House in Chennai. Class 12 students were 
given career guidance by students from 
Jain College. Awards were presented to 
seven talented students recognized at the 
South Indian level in the areas of martial 
art, memory, and dance. A software pro- 
gram, MI Kids, that improves students' 
ability to speak and read reopened in 
February after Covid-19. It catered to 35 
children, who were given food and taught 
rhymes, the alphabet, picture colouring, 
etc. Parents were apprised of children's 
safety and hygiene. The HPB Hostel 
was open in December апа on a regular 
basis from June, with 10 students of the 
School. The Hostel was shifted closer to 
the School for their safety and close 
monitoring. Breakfast and dinner were 
provided by the hostel. The Vocational 
Training Centre reopened in March. New 
admissions were done in June and classes 
resumed. The 12 new students from poor 
backgrounds were taught cutting, tailor- 
ing, embroidery, and so on. Emblem bags 
were made for Convention use. 
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For prospective students of the School 
of the Wisdom, a set of suggested reading 
material is available on the TS website 
in English and Spanish: “The School of 
the Wisdom” by Jinarajadasa and Radha 
Burnier, “An Unending Path” by me, 
“Freedom of Thought and Freedom of 
Society”, “Freedom of Thought: Is 
it Essential?” by Linda Oliveira, “Why 
Freedom of Thought?” by Pedro Oliveira, 
“What is Truth?” by H. P. Blavatsky, and 
others. During the year, all activities were 
organized online with free attendance. 
Though programmes were meant for 
members, around 10% of non-members 
attended. There were seven courses in 
English, each with six to eight classes of 
two hours each. In October 2021 Linda 
and Pedro Oliveira conducted classes on 
“The Voice of the Silence: Inner Prepa- 
ration for the Bodhisattva Path.” Ven. 
Olande Ananda Thera talked on “Mind- 
fulness in Daily Life” in November, and 
conducted a 3-month meditation class on 
“Keep on Being”. In January, P. Krishna 
spoke on “Right Living in Modern So- 
ciety”. Vic Hao Chin gave classes on “An 
Introduction to the Ageless Wisdom” in 
July. Radha Raghunathan taught “The 
Fundamentals of Advaita Vedanta” in 
two parts during August-September. 

The Spanish classes started in February 
with Esteban R. Langlois conduct- 
ing classes on “Theosophy in its Sources: 
the Great Teachings of Esoteric Philos- 
ophy through the Religions and Philos- 
ophies of Antiquity”. In March, Ricardo 
Lindemann taught “Yoga-Sutra as the 
Science of Self-Knowledge”. Finally, 
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Juliana Cesano gave a three-month medi- 
tation class focusing “Meditation: Why and 
How According to Different Traditions”. 
Joma Sipe, from Portugal, designed a 
beautiful completion certificate for stu- 
dents attending 80% of the classes, and 
explained its symbolism. A worldwide 
team worked to update the website, man- 
age the student list, organize translators, 
and hosting, make the banners, and so on. 

During the last Convention in Decem- 
ber 2021, the Surendra Narayan Archives 
made a presentation on “Adyar Archives 
— One Hundred Precious Years”. The 
rich history of the Archives was narrated 
using visual media. In February, during 
the anniversary meeting, two of Fritz 
Kunz’s rare audio recordings were played 
for the audience. About 93 spool tapes 
have been digitised for sharing world- 
wide. Enquiries and requisitions were 
received from around twenty scholars 
for documents and photographs. 

The Theosophical Order of Service 
(TOS) is present in 36 of the 59 coun- 
tries where the TS is active and has 
several outreach avenues. The links 
<international.theoservice.org> and 
<facebook.com/tosinternational>pro- 
vide information. Though physical meet- 
ings have resumed online talks and meet- 
ings continued due to their convenience. 
Ironically, this has allowed us to reach 
many more people than localized, phys- 
ical programs did. TOS online programs 
were presented by India, the Philippines, 
Argentina, the USA, Ukraine and Adyar. 
The major area of activity this year was 
the assistance to refugees from Ukraine. 
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The outpouring of help, good wishes and 
financial support was overwhelming. 
Assistance was also given to flood 
victims in the Assam region in India. 
The TOS India set up a Young Theo- 
sophists TOS group in Odisha region and 
opened a charity shop there. Assistance 
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with various women’s issues, educational 
and scholarship efforts and youth 
involvement remain central issues for 
many groups world-wide. Most are also 
active in animal welfare. Almost all 
countries have healing groups.

TREASURER'S REPORT — AUDITED ACCOUNTS 2021-2022 


Respected members of the General Council: 


The audited financial statements of the accounts of the Society for the year ended 
31 March 2022 are already in your hands. Please find hereunder the salient points of financial 
activity of the Society for the fiscal year 2021-2022. 


This year, the tracking of daily activity was shifted from paper to electronic record keeping 
for such things as Advances, Retention, and TDS. Attention is also being paid to adjusting the last 
few old general ledger account balances in order to reflect the financial position of the Society 
more accurately. 


The issues surrounding Covid-19 have now seemed to stabilize. Hopefully, this will 
continue. Per our auditors, our financial presentation is now in complete compliance with the 
Income Tax Department's preferred format, rather than the IT having to adjust to the old format 
that the TS had used for many years.

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Тһе gross income for the year as shown above increased from that of last year, 2020— 
2021 by Rs. 51,326,633. The most obvious reason for this was large donations received from the 
American Section totaling Rs. 48,952,967. These donations were intended to help with expenditures 
due to the resumption of construction after the lockdowns of the past two years when construction 
needed to be halted. 


Income from interest on investments shows an increase of Rs. 6,758,216 from that 
of 2020-2021. This is because a gain of Rs. 6,243,220 on the withdrawal of money market 
funds is included in the above interest figure. Otherwise interest income is in line with that of 
previous years. 


Fees and dues decreased this year by Rs. 1,463,902. Government changes to the acceptance 
and processing of foreign donations to NGOs caused much confusion this year. While Fees & 
dues are not donations, our bank was seeing them as such and returning the funds to the sender 
Section. The new government regulations allow only the Delhi branch of the State Bank of India to 
accept foreign donations. It took several meetings and letters before this misconception was resolved, 
and our local Bank again began accepting our Fees and dues as they had for many years previously. 
We expect that this line item will show a large increase next year as Sections catch up with the 
dues payments they were not able to make in 2021-2022. 


This year marked the first year we began receiving Lease payments from 
the Theosophical Education Society (TES) on behalf of the Adyar Theosophical Academy 
(ATA). The lease payments are Rs. 100,000 per month, showing income of Rs. 1,200,000 for 
the year. 


Adyar Day donations, many of which come from foreign Sections, greatly decreased this 
year by Rs. 277,003. These were also affected by the changes in government regulations as above 
which made it more difficult for foreign donations to be processed. 


TPH sales more than doubled this year, with an increase of Rs. 1,051,559, from last 
year's results. This can be attributed to the ending of the global lockdowns caused by the Covid-19 
pandemic, and the resulting recovery of sales orders. This recovery has continued into the current 
2022-2023 fiscal year. We are hopeful that book sales will return to its former pre-pandemic level 
by the current year end. Sales from other departments: ALRC, BMAD and the Garden also 
increased by Rs. 43,193. 


Other income for fiscal 2020-2021 included two, large, one-time entries that totaled Rs. 
2,791,090. After adjusting for these, other income shows a decrease of approximately Rs. 200,000. 
Items in this category Include: Electricity recoveries, Quarters Maintenance, Royalties received, 
Canteen income and Printing receipts.

2а(1) The operations of Bhojansala & Leadbeater Chambers resulted in a deficit decrease 
of Rs. 227,669 as compared to 2020-2021. This was mostly due to a decrease in salary expense 
and fuel costs for cooking. АП other items remained stable. 


2a(ii) The deficit in the Garden department increased this year by Rs. 786,968. While 
sales increased, by Rs. 25,278, after the lockdowns ended, garden maintenance expense increased 
by Rs. 275,856 and contract labor increased by Rs. 779,106 with the return of the laborers. 


2a(iii) The decrease of the deficit in the General Manager's Office is mostly due to the 
elimination of salary expense due to the transfer of the one paid employee in this department to 
another department. 


2a(iv) The Headquarters' Project cost centre was not utilized during 2022. A large donation 
for development of the Garden in front of the HQ building and next to the Adyar Theatre was 
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posted to this cost centre at the end of 2020-2021. This cost centre is utilized only when there is a 
specific, large project that the TS administration wants to track separately. 


2a (v, viii & 1х) The deficits in the Housekeeping, Sanitation and Security departments 
decreased this year. In all three cases this is mostly due to adjusting salaries back to pre-lockdown 
amounts that had been increased in order to make additional payments to essential workers during 
the lockdown. 


2a(vi) Information Technology used to be part of the Secretary's Office cost centre. It 
has expanded in the last few years. During fiscal 2021—2022 the honorarium paid to our IT person 
was shifted to the IT department. Also, all of the payments for Wi-Fi connections for all departments 
are now charged to the IT department. 


2a(vii) The deficit seen in the Maintenance department increased this year by Rs. 
7,527,546. Last year it had decreased (by Rs. 5,814,493) due to the halting of assistance from 
outside contractors because of the pandemic. We see the reverse in fiscal 2021—2022 now that the 
lockdowns are over. Maintenance repair work showed an increase in expense of Rs. 5,224,743 
along with an increase in purchases of items kept in the maintenance stores of Rs. 1,18,283. 
Electricity expense was up from last year. As in other departments, expense related to salaries 
decreased. However, Contract Labor was utilized in the amount of Rs. 566,602.

Donations restricted to the above usages are now shown on the Income Statement as 
Restricted Donations to the various cost centres. Surpluses not used to cover expenditures in the 
year donated are kept in invested “Funds” until needed to cover expenses in subsequent years. 
This year those surpluses totaled Rs. 1,031,028, and a total of Rs. 5,240,455 over and above 
current year donations was utilized for charitable purposes. In fiscal 2019-2020 Animal Welfare 
“funds” were combined with those of the Besant Memorial Animal Dispensary (BMAD) when it 
began caring for the livestock full time and took over the feeding of Adyar campus dogs and cats 
on a daily basis. 
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250) BMAD showed a deficit this year of Rs. 5,908,924 as opposed to last year's surplus 
of Rs.3,414,427. While donations increased this year by Rs. 323,741 and sales by Rs. 296,321, it 
was not enough to keep up with the expansion of activities and increased number of rescues. 
BMAD has rescued quite a few horses (we currently have 20 equines + 50 other large animals) 
and moreover BMAD is now dealing with wildlife as well (per government request). We get many 
baby deer and black bucks who have to be fed on goat's milk, which proves to be expensive. We 
are currently housing 7 baby monkeys who are under rehab and will be soon rehabilitated in the 
wild. BMAD’s total team strength has also increased. There are currently 40 employees and 
contract workers, including 7 vets and 2 consulting vets. BMAD also sees from 80-120 cases in its 
new outpatient unit, where we used to see only 20-30 cases per day. This is why we have increases 
in animal food, medical supplies, medicine and medical and diagnostic procedures as well. Efforts 
continue to increase donations through the use of crowdfunding, donations platforms, social media 
(including Instagram). We are also hopeful of some CSR donations now that the TS is eligible 
for them. And, we are registering with the government for possible assistance with funding for 
wildlife rescue. 


2b(1) & (iii) For the past few years, the Adyar Nature & Environment Centre (ANEC) 
has had no financial activity to speak of. Plans are in the works for the installation of a butterfly 
garden in the south campus. If realized, this will be covered by a donation for the purpose. Further 
field activities for school children have also started in the current year with more planned ahead. 
The Besant Scout Camping Centre has been inactive for many years. There are no current plans 
to revive it 


2b(iv, v, vi & viii) The cost centres for Education (OES) & (TS), Welfare Grants and 
School fees and books all show increased deficits this year. However, all of these cost centres are 
completely covered by “funds” that have been, and continue to be, donated for their purposes. In 
fiscal 2021—2022, education expense related to the TS were separated from those previously used 
for OES. The TS covers the cost of school uniforms and some other expense for OES students. 
The TS Education funds cover the cost of scholarships, and related expenses, given to the children 
of TS and OES employees for attendance at the Adyar Theosophical Academy (ATA). School 
fees and books covers educational assistance for the children of TS employees. The allotment is 
between Rs. 3,000 — 5,000 per child. The amount depending on the standard/grade in which the 
child is enrolled. This is covered by the N. Sri Ram Fund with its use as according to his will. The 
Welfare grant pays for other employee assistance as per the parameters of the Annie Besant 
Charitable Fund. 


2b(vii) The deficit of the Free Dispensary increased by Rs. 34,400 during fiscal 2021- 
2022. This was due to increased expenses for medicine, medical supplies and consultant fees. 


2b(ix) The TOS received а large donation from the TOS in England this year, approx. Rs. 
1,000,000. The donation was restricted to Covid-19 related expenses. Rs. 865,000 was spent in 
that regard, with funds remaining for additional expenditures, if needed. Funds, covered by a 
donation from the TS Italy, were also spent through the TOS for scholarship awards for approx. 25 
female students in Odisha region.

2c(i) The year end results for the Adyar Library show an increase in the deficit of 
Rs. 984,256. Once the one-time income derived from the adjustment to the deposits being held for 
library readers and borrowers made in 2020-2021 is taken into account, an actual decrease in the 
deficit is seen of Rs. 220,660. This is due to an increase in ALRC sales and subscriptions this year 
of Rs. 331,310, most likely due to the ending of the lockdowns. This was partially offset by an 
increase in some expenses, mostly printing expense in the amount of Rs. 115,692. The net deficit 
ofthe ALRC was completely covered again this year by previously donated "funds". 


2с(и) Adyar Theosophical Academy (АТА) is included here for information only. It is no 
longer a TS department as it is now part of the Theosophical Education Society, a registered 
Society in its own right. However, since we expect to receive donations for construction of new 
classrooms for ATA by the TS (the TS owns the land and buildings), we will continue to report 
those separately, as a cost centre, for the information of the General Council. 


2c(iii) The increase in the deficit results of the Archives and Museum is mostly due to 
increased electrical expense. 


2c(v-viii) The annual Adyar Convention was again held online this year due to lockdowns 
and restricted travel as a result of the global pandemic. No registration fee was charged. Instead 
donations were suggested. We received Rs. 209,990 in donation, down from 2020-2021 donations 
by Rs. 779,769. Expenses were down as well however by Rs.284,290, resulting in a deficit decrease 
of Rs.796,573. The small remaining deficit was covered by previously donated “funds”. (A physical 
Convention is planned for fiscal 2022-2023.) The School of the Wisdom was also held online and 
incurred no income and only Rs. 1,000 of expense. The Information and Public Relations centre 
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thatis planned has not yet gotten off the ground. We hope to establish it in the future. The Theosophy 
Science Centre has been inactive for a number of years. The only expenses incurred here are for 
electricity and sanitation. (Both charges have been discontinued for this cost centre as of fiscal 
2022-2023).

Тће results of the ТРН have been yo-yoing in recent years. Recoveries were seen this 
year after the ending of the lockdowns and the reopening of both TPH and the Bookshop. Sales 
were up by Rs. 945,992 although income from reimbursements, royalties received and unrealized 
Forex gain were down. Corresponding expenses, such as those for minor IT hardware, packing 
supplies, platform fees and postage also increased. 


2c(x) The decreased loss of Rs. 610,428 from the publication of The Theosophist & the 
Adyar Newsletter from that of fiscal 2020-2021, is due to an increase in sales and foreign exchange 
gain as well as decreases in publication costs, postage, and salaries. 


2 (c) (xi) Vasanta Press: 


Тће increased deficit of Rs. 303,230 for Vasanta Press is the result of increased production 
costs. Vasanta Press offers its services to all departments in the TS as well as to related groups 
such as the Olcott Education Society and others. These amounts are then billed to the departments, 
and others each month though a “Consolidated Bill”. Treasury, the GM and VP management һауе 
been looking at how VP prepares these charges. Changes are being implemented that will give a 
better reflection of specific costs that are being charged to the departments and others which will 
ensure a more stable presentation of them on the financial statements. 


2 (d) International Departments: 

The results of the offices of the President and Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer 
arein line with prior years. 
2 (e) TS Primary: 


This cost centre, new in fiscal 2019-2020, replaced “Other Expenses" and is instead а 
repository cost centre for the more uniform TS items. Its activity in 2021-2022 resulted in a surplus 
of Rs. 70,583,116, up from last year's surplus by Rs. 55,898,253. This increase is mostly due to 
large donations, totaling Rs. 48,952,967, from the American Section representing donations made 
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there, over many years, on behalf of Adyar. АП donations, unless restricted to a specific department, 
are posted to this cost centre as are Fees and Dues received and income from dividends and 
interest on TS investments. 


On the expense side Society's expenditures for depreciation, payroll admin charges, 
expenses for income tax, property and water taxes, insurance, land related expenses, legal and 
court costs and statutory fees and dues are all posted to the TS Primary cost centre. Depreciation 
and Legal and court costs were again the largest expenses in this cost Centre. While Depreciation 
remained about the same as last fiscal year, Legal and court costs decreased in 2021-2022 by Rs. 
4,873,221 from those of fiscal 2020-2021. The amount posted for legal and court costs in 2020- 
2021 included an additional provision for payments against a 40-year-old labour case in order to 
bring the provision up to the settlement amount of Rs. 105,000,000. 


This case was subsequently closed by the Labour Court on 09.09.2021. After payouts 
made during FY 2021-2022, a provision of Rs. 7,960,000 remained on the books at 31.3.2022. 
(Remaining payments were made during 2022-2023, with the liability of the TS ceasing, per the 
court order, as of 30.09.2022.) 


Depreciation expense is expected to increase greatly in FY 2022-2023. The renovation of 
Leadbeater Chambers (LBC) will reach completion as will that of New Quadrangle and 
Headquarters Hall. 1096 of their total renovation costs are required to be expensed as depreciation. 


3. Net Deficit: 


Тһе books of the Theosophical Society for fiscal 2021-2022 show а net surplus of Rs. 
25,453,745. Reasons for the surplus have already been explained. In addition, while all income is 
reflected on the Income & Expense Statement, the amount of income received during the year, 
and used for capital expenditures is shown on the Balance Sheet. Capital costs/Fixed Assets paid 
forin 2021-2022, net of deletions, amounted to Rs. 18,764,430. Of this amount, Rs. 7,437,421 was 
paid from current year donations and other income, with the additional Rs. 11,327,009 covered by 
the utilization of “funds” (also shown on the Balance Sheet) representing prior years’ donations. In 
addition, excess restricted donations in the amount of Rs. 1,031,028 were added to the Other/ 
Earmarked Fund balances to be used in subsequent years. 


4. Capital Expenditure: 


Capital additions/improvements totaling Rs. 19,331,379 were added to Fixed Assets this 
fiscal year, 2021-2022. Corresponding deletions totaled Rs. 566,949. The additions included additional 
work in progress on the LBC renovation, Rs. 10,121,739, as well as other renovations in progress 
totaling Rs. 4,012,235; other building improvements and the construction of a large animal shed and 
other constructions at BMAD amounted to Rs. 3,415,566. Another Rs. 1,781,839 was spent on 
additions to Plant & Machinery, computers, printers and copiers, furniture and fixtures, vehicles 
and library holdings. 


5. Funds & Investments: 


The investments of the Society totaled Rs. 275,481,497 at the end of this fiscal year as 
compared with Rs. 265,846,364 at the end of the 2020-2021 fiscal year. These funds are invested 
in scheduled banks and financial institutions and government bonds, with 9% being invested in 
mutual funds.

ATA switched from its online medium 
of instruction enforced by the pandemic 
and returned with much joie de vivre to 
its campus that now reverberates with 
162 students from Nursery to Grade 5. 
Students were encouraged to maintain a 
connect with Nature by observing the 
elements at play and engaging in work- 
shops such as the one by the Chennai 
Young Naturalists Network. The new 
academic year (2021-2022) began with 
a grand celebration of the school's third 
birthday and the first to be celebrated in 
person on campus. The festivities took 
place under the Banyan Tree decorated 
with handmade buntings, models of the 
school, and a wall of greeting cards. The 
day began with a prayer followed by 
a recital of poems, a special birthday 
song in Tamil, and a dance performance 
that the entire school shook a leg to. On 
India's 75th Independence Day, ATA 
hoisted the national flag and students 
put together a number of performances 
including a mime on the freedom move- 
ment, and a song on what the term "free- 
dom" means. They showcased the toys 
of India, models capturing the evolution 
of the Indian railways, and landforms of 
India. Prof. C. A. Shinde, Librarian of 
Adyar Library, was the chief guest. A 
gamut of festivals Ganesh Chaturthi, 
Dussehra, Deepavali, Christmas were 
celebrated with much fanfare virtually. 

Come 2022, and ATA welcomed 
both students and staff into its green 
midst. Students transitioned through a 
hybrid system of online and in-person 


schooling. Once back on campus, regular 
Nature walks to Nature journal expanded 
into learning ecological principles across 
grades. This was keenly captured in 
Celebration of Learning, the first major 
event post-pandemic. Grades 1 to 4 show- 
cased their learning in the fields of 
geography, art, history, environmental 
conservation, ecology, languages, and 
nutrition. Visitors were enthralled by the 
displays and bowled over by the confi- 
dence and ease with which students pre- 
sented them. Guests picked up several 
copies of the Zentangle Birds Calendar 
and Nature Journal Log created by Grade 
2, and a collection of Poetry titled 
Rhythm, Rhyme & Reason penned by 
Grades 3 & 4. The final term of the aca- 
demic year 2020-2021 was also marked 
by a special visit from the President of 
the TS, Tim Boyd. Students went on a 
number of field trips. An exchange 
program was set in motion for pupils of 
Grades 4 & 5 with their counterparts at 
The Peepal Grove School, Andhra 
Pradesh. They had a number of enrich- 
ing interactions on waste management, 
soil health and composting, rescue 
operations of elephants in Indian jungles, 
and so on. A Grade 3 student was awarded 
by The Guindy Snake Park for his fundrais- 
ing video created during the pandemic, 
urging the general public to support the 
institution in its time of dire need. 
Educators upskilled themselves 
through “Zoetic Wellness Art Therapy”, 
a workshop that focused on self-love,

BESANT MEMORIAL ANIMAL DISPENSARY 


In 2022 BMAD was a beehive 
bustling with activity with countless 
rescues and new animals, big and small, 
joining the family. Hundreds of animal 
lives were saved through the synergy of 
rescuers and community caretakers, 
along with the spontaneous support of 
donors, and the commitment of the 
BMAD team. Of the 562 animals 
rescued, 338 were released and 34 were 
adopted. Innumerable surgeries for 
accident victims involving amputations, 
enucleation, fixations, and so on, were 
done. Specialized surgeries (225) for 
tumor removal, chemotherapy for dogs 
with transmissible venereal tumor (TVT), 


and intense treatment for critically ill and 
geriatric animals kept the team on their 
toes. The focus on animal birth control 
(ABC) continued unabated with 2348 
ABCSs done, an increase of close to a 
thousand from last year. The shelter as 
always was filled to the brim with 
critical rescues, surgeries, and out- 
patients (16,604), big, small, and winged. 
A new enclosure has been constructed 
for large animals. The pigs are loving 
their new safe space with their very own 
mud pool! Many critical surgeries were 
conducted for wildlife as well.

Olcott Education Society continues to 
support all activities relating to OMHSS 
and other units. 

At Olcott Memorial Higher 
Secondary School (OMHSS), Children’s 
Day was conducted by their class teach- 
ers in their classrooms in order to observe 
the social gap. The teachers conducted a 
number of programs for the students to 
express their individuality. The 75 years 
of Indian independence were celebrated 
with Mr Saiseshan, president of Rotary 
Club of Chennai Mithra, as chief guest. 
The national flag was hoisted and 
endowment prizes were distributed to the 
top students in the 2021 public exami- 
nation. Sixth graders were taken to see 
the parade of vehicles at the Light House 
in Chennai to understand the nobility of 
the martyrs of freedom. Class 12 students 
were given career guidance by Jain 
College students. The Achievement 
Children’s Association Awards for 
talented children at the South Indian 
level, were presented to seven students 
for Silambam, Memory and Dance. The 
students participated in a program called 
“AIR Kids News”, a news magazine for 
kids by kids showcasing their reading cap- 
ability. A software package, “MI Kids” 
designed to improve Grades 1 to 5 stu- 


dents’ ability to speak and read English, 
was installed in the school and teachers 
were trained. Class 7 students partici- 
pated in International Yoga Day. Teachers 
were trained by Wipro on engaging 
children with craft and telling stories with 
background music. 

The Social Welfare Centre (SWC) 
reopened in February 2022 after Covid- 
19. It caters to 35 young children with 
nutritious food and activities like 
rhymes, alphabets, colouring of pictures, 
and so on. Parents were apprised of the 
need to keep the children safe with clean 
habits. After two years the Vocational 
Training Centre (VTC) reopened in 
March 2022. About 12 new economically 
challenged students were admitted. 
Activities included embroidery work, 
checked napkins, cutting, tailoring etc. 
Emblem bags are being made for the TS 
International Convention. HPB Hostel 
reopened for a short period in December 
2021 and on a regular basis from June 
2022 with 10 students, all from OMHSS. 
It was shifted to Sunflower Apart- 
ments for safety and close monitoring. 
Breakfast and dinner are provided by 
the hostel.

During Sep. 2021-Sep. 2022 all SOW 
activities were organised online due to 
the pandemic, and in two languages, 
English and Spanish. Attendance was 
free of charge. All programmes are for 
members of the TS, around 10% of non- 
member requests are accepted. The 
SOW in English consisted of seven 
online courses, each ranging from six to 
eight online classes of two hours each, 
whilst the meditation classes were 
organized for three months, one hour a 
week. In October 2021 Linda and Pedro 
Oliveira conducted classes on “The Voice 
of the Silence: Inner Preparation for the 
Bodhisattva Path”. In November, Ven. 
Olande Ananda Thera focused on 
“Mindfulness in Daily Life”. In January 
2022, Prof. P. Krishna facilitated “Right 
Living in Modern Society” and Ven. 
Olande Ananda Thera conducted three 
months meditation classes on “Keep on 
Being”. Vic Hao Chin gave classes on 
“An Introduction to the Ageless Wisdom” 
in July. Dr Radha Raghunathan taught

(TOS) is present in 36 of the 59 countries 
where the TS is active. and has several 
outreach avenues. TOS: Intouch Online 
e-Newsletter, normally published 
quarterly, was on hiatus, and will resume 
soon. Activity continues to increase on the 
website, <international.theoservice.org>, 
and Facebook page, <facebook.com/ 
tosinternational>. 

Covid-19 has eased, and physical 
meetings have resumed in places.

The Minutes of the meeting held on 11 June 2022 at ITC Naarden were approved 
with the following two corrections:

9. Report by the President on the Headquarters 


The President invited and introduced Mrs Sashikala Sriram, who is the Director 
of Academy in the Olcott Memorial Higher Secondary School. She has been in charge 
of it for 7 years working entirely in a voluntary capacity. She worked 31 years in 
large top schools in the field of education before this position. 

Sashikala thanked the opportunity to work at the Olcott School and for 
underprivileged children, which has inspired her more than in the earlier 31 years. 
There are 486 children at the moment. When she started there were about 300. The 
children come from very hard, unhappy, and unstable backgrounds. She mentioned 
how important it is to give quality education from whatever conditions one comes 
from. She wanted to make the campus a lovely campus and give such education for 
the children that they could continue after school for further education, even in 
universities, which earlier has not been possible for underprivileged children. There 
are about 39 teachers out of which 15-20 are far fit to other top schools. The only 
barrier is the language which they are improving with programs for them. The passing 
percentage of students increased from 40 % in the first year to 82 %. She emphasized 
that the work is group work, team work. But there are a lot of challenges with the 
children because the parents do not support schooling, some children do not come to 
school on time, not with proper uniform etc. But 80% have been dealt with so far. 
Sashikala mentioned that the important thing to remember is “love, love, love”. If 
you love them, take care of them, talk to them in very nice way so that the children 
understand, they can change. All teachers have laptops and learn excel, google etc. 
and children have ipads for studies which was important during the pandemic. 
Sashikala was awarded for her work, and along that Olcott School was in the news 
on the national channel about going digital and good education. 


Sashikala showed a powerpoint presentation of the school year. 


10. Damodar Gardens 


The President invited and introduced Mr Bala Vaidyanathan (Vaidy), who started 
at the end of 2019 to develop with us an approach to marketing Damodar Garden and 
going along with negotiations until we now have the Deed with Shivnadar Trust 
(SNT), after 4 years of negotiations. Vaidy has a background in operating corporate 
entities and a very large scale for land specifics and a knowledge of how these things 
take place. He completely gave his time and knowledge to this project. The lifetime 
of the Deed is 43 years which provides an increasing income stream from a piece of 
land that was previously unavailable to us but has always been used for educational 
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purposes. It is a win-win for everybody and it has also been recognized as quite a win 
for the broader Chennai community as there is going to be a school of the highest 
level, international. GC thanked Vaidy's contribution to the process. 


The President mentioned about the Damodar Garden area that the road is to be 
widened by the initiation of the local government. It takes about 1 acre off from the 
lease that we have with SNT. But TS will be reimbursed with a transferable 
development right which can be sold to some developer in Chennai. This matter 1$ 
going on. 


11. Discussion on work around the world 


General Secretaries reported the main points from their Section. Generally said 
things are gradually getting up after the years of the pandemic. The balance between 
online and in-person programs is focused on where we live nowadays in a more or 
less hybrid communication. Emphasis is made to improve for in-person events. 
Propagation project via social media started by some of the WFYT (World Federation 
of Young Theosophists). 


The video of the President's Address which will be shown at the Opening of the 
Convention on 31 December will report on activities taken in the countries. 
12. Any other business 

a. Appointing a Committee to review the International Rules 

The matter was postponed. 


b. Discussion for the theme for the World Congress and 150th Anniversary on 
23-29.7.2025, at Vancouver, Canada 


The theme will be defined before June by a team in Adyar. 


It was brought up that for the World Congress in order to have worldwide 
participation, should include not only English but also French, Spanish, and 
Portuguese, to attract participation. This will be taken to planning the program. 


c. Svitlana Gavrylenko reported from Ukraine that they have been able to work 
online, giving lectures and using social network, in spite of the war. All the 8 Lodges 
are safe. Svitlana thanked for the help they have received through TOS. Humanitarian 
service is functioning with the items received from abroad. 


d. Isis de Resende told about her visit & stay in Russia for many months, mostly 
in Siberia area where the TS has been for 12 years. Now that the misunderstanding 
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or conflict between the two groups is solved by expelling the Adamant Lodge, the 
work has become more like a team, and workers are committed. 


President said that he gave online talks in November, one day to Ukraine, and 
the next day to Russia. The important thing he recognized is the fraternity between 
people. 


13. Next dates 


The next meeting is the strategic planning days at ITC Naarden, the Netherlands, 
from 16 to 21 June, of which the 16th is the arrival day and the 21st is the departure 
day. On Saturday 17th June will be the GC meeting.
